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Pet set afire, 
explodes in 
Peace River

Mounties in Peace River are 
looking for answers and 
suspects after a pet exploded 
when it was set ablaze with 
gasoline along a park pathway 
next to a residential neighbour¬ 
hood in that community Sunday 
morning. 

Police say the exploded corpse 
could be a cat or a small dog. 

“All indications lead us to be¬ 
lieve that it was a cat; however, 
due to the state that was left be¬ 
hind, it is very difficult to deter¬ 
mine whether or not it was in¬ 
deed a small dog or cat,” said 
Staff Sgt. John Haney with RCMP 
in Peace River, 488 northwest of 
Edmonton. 

Police say several residents 
near the scene heard a small ex¬ 
plosion shortly before 4 a.m. and 
one witness also noticed a ball of 
flames outside a window. 

A gas can was found nearby. In¬ 
vestigators don’t know if the pet 
was alive or dead when it was lit 
on fire. 


“Certainly, I think people will 
find this troubling and discon¬ 
certing that this type of event 
took place,” said Haney who adds 
this is the first time Peace River 
has ever seen an act of animal 
cruelty in his recent memoiy. 

Tove Reece, of Edmonton- 
based Voice for Animals, was 
nearly brought to tears as she 
spoke about the incident. 

“We’ve been wondering what 
is going on with so many of 
these animal cruelty cases re¬ 
cently in Alberta, and, honestly, I 
don’t understand it,” said Reece. 

“This is so heinous that some¬ 
body can do this to a living, feel¬ 
ing, creature that is completely 
defenceless and vulnerable.” 

Reece says strict laws that do a 
better job are needed in Canada 
to send a message about animal 
cruelty. 

Mounties say those responsible 
could have spilled gas on their 
clothes, or burned themselves. 
That could give a tipster a hint 
about someone’s involvement in 
the crime, police said, asking any¬ 
one with information to call 
Crime Stoppers at 1-800-222-TIPS.

A downtown restaurant got an 
unexpected delivery during the 
lunch rush yesterday afternoon, 
when a pregnant 14-year-old girl 
sneaked in through an alley back 
door, and gave birth to a baby 
girl in a bathroom stall.

Fire hits housing firm again

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Ryan Huppie hung his 
head in Court of Queen’s 
Bench yesterday morning, 
when a witness testified 
that Huppie tried to hang 
himself with a noose 
made of bed sheets, short¬ 
ly after he was arrested for 
assault and rape and 
thrown into the Edmonton 
Remand Centre. 

“I used to hate people 
that did things like this, and 
now Fm one of them,’ ” said 
Huppie in a report read by 
Virginia Lee, a psychiatric 
nurse from the jail. 

Court heard detailed de¬ 
scriptions of Huppie’s confi¬ 
dential health care records 
and psychiatric assessments 
yesterday morning, includ¬ 
ing his repeated suicide at¬ 
tempts and behaviour that 
got him transferred to the 
jail’s psychiatric unit. 

“You’d have to be me to 
understand,” Lee read from 
the assessment, adding that 
Huppie had begun to be¬ 
lieve in the afterlife and

After party¬ 
ing all night on a number of 
different drugs, Huppie al¬ 
legedly climbed over her 
balcony and entered her 
suite, where he raped and 
repeatedly stabbed her, al¬ 
most severing her fingers. 

The report said, at one 
point, the 23-year-old decid¬ 
ed to go on a hunger strike 
until his victim was re¬ 
leased from the hospital. 

“I would be better off 
dead so my victim can live a 
day better,” Lee read from 
the report.

The exterior of the 
homes were completed, 
but there was little more 
than wood framing on the 
inside. 

“It helps to create an in¬ 
tense and fast-moving 
fire,” Booth said. 

Nobody had yet pur¬ 
chased the home that 


burned to the ground. 

The cause of the fire is 
still under investigation, 
and no injuries were re¬ 
ported. 

On July 21, 2007 an ar¬ 
sonist torched a south-side 
subdivision in the MacE- 
wan district developed by 
Landmark Homes. That in¬ 
ferno wiped out almost 
100 homes, resulting in 
$20 million in damages.

Feds to curb 
big spending 


Although Canada is still on 
track to record a budget 
surplus this year, the gov¬ 
ernment has no plans for 
big spending projects or 
major tax cuts in the near 
future, Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty said yester¬ 
day. 

Canada posted a budget 
deficit of $517 million for 
April and May as corporate 
and sales tax collection fell 
sharply. Ottawa has esti¬ 
mated a surplus in 2008-09 
of $2.3 billion, down from 
the expected surplus of 
$10.2 billion for 2007-08. 

“This is a time of eco¬ 
nomic slowdown,” Flaher¬ 
ty told reporters. “I'm satis¬ 
fied and I'm confident that 
we're on track in terms of 
our revenues and expenses

Funding flawed 

Criteria too general, athlete Riker-Fox says

When Joshua Riker-Fox 
got the news he would be 
representing Canada at 
the Olympic Games in 
Beijing, he was too busy 
scrambling to survive to 
celebrate. 

“I’ve been relying on 
money from fundraising 
events in my hometown 
and private donations for 
the last six years,” the 
world-ranked modern pen- 
tathlete says, adding there 
is a glaring difference in 
funding between winter 
and summer Olympic 
sports. 

In order for an athlete to 
receive federal govern¬ 
ment funding, or carding 
from Sport Canada, there 
is an analysis of “the tech¬ 
nical needs of the sport, as 
measured by the number 
of athletes required to field 
a team,” and the “results of 
the Olympics ... and World 
Championships in the last 
four-year period.” 

Riker-Fox contends the 
criteria in place are too 
general and the funding 
process for athletes needs 
to be reviewed on a case- 
by-case basis. 

“There is a major flaw in 
the formula used to ana¬ 
lyze carding,” he said. 
“They have two different 
tools: They look at histori¬ 
cal performance at the 
Ol 5 mipics, but — especially 
in the case of the modern 
pentathlon — there isn’t 


enough data for analysis. 
There were no women in 
this field before 2000 at 
the Olympics, and Canadi¬ 
an men haven’t qualified 
since 1992.” 

And, because the mod¬ 
ern pentathlon involves 
highly specialized skills, 
Riker-Fox says participa¬ 
tion in the sport is lower 
than others, which he says 
makes a numerical analy¬ 
sis of participants unfair. 

“They look at our sport 
and say, ‘Josh, we can’t 
give you any money be¬ 
cause there isn’t historical 
representation.’ But I’ve 
made contributions; I’ve 
medalled at the Pan Am 
Games,” he said. “This is 
all motivated by govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy,” and, 
he says, is not an effective 
way to show summer sport 
athletes that the federal 
government supports their 
endeavours. 

Riker-Fox also says the 
Canadian Olympic Com¬ 
mittee has been concen¬ 
trating on its own mandate 
to the detriment of sum¬ 
mer sport athletes. The 
COC is responsible for the 
Own The Podium program, 
which is concentrating on 
funding athletes who will 
participate in the 2010 
Winter Games.

Yes,” Steve Keogh, director 
of communications for the 
COC, said about the differ¬ 
ences in funding between 
the Road To Excellence 
Program, which funds 
summer sports athletes, 
and the Own The Podium 
Program. 

In response to the asser¬ 
tion that the Road To Ex¬ 
cellence Program has seen 
less federal funding, Alex 
Baumann, executive direc¬ 
tor of that program, con¬ 
ceded that “that certainly 
has been the case in the 
past,” although the govern¬ 
ment has agreed to supply 
the program with $8 mil¬ 
lion this year and $16 mil¬ 
lion next year, as well as an 
annual influx of $24 mil¬ 
lion in perpetuity. 

Another way the COC 
says it is rectifying any fi¬ 
nancial disparity is the new 
Athletes Excellence Fund, 
which Keogh says could 
benefit all athletes and is 
based solely on individual 
performance. Through this 
fund, medal winners will 
be able earn $20,000 for a 
gold medal, $15,000 for a 
silver and $10,000 for a 
bronze. 

“We hope to pay out a 
lot of money,” said Keogh.

“We’ll cross that bridge 
when we come to it,” he 
said, suggesting that issue 


had not been discussed 
due to the de-facto ban. 

The Saudi Arabian

sports — athletics, shoot¬ 
ing, swimming, weightlift¬ 
ing and equestrian events 
— but does not say how 
many athletes will attend. 

A Saudi opposition ac¬ 
tivist called for a strong re¬ 
sponse. “Bar countries that 
ban women athletes,” Ali 
al-Ahmad urged Ol 5 mipic 
sports authorities in May.

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Pest control 

Keeping mosquitoes at bay 



Certain species of mosquitoes are attracted to light, so keep outside lighting to a minimum near 
entry doors; keep those doors screened or close them at sunset. 


f you are attacked by 
mosquitoes eveiy time 
you step into your 
backyard, take heart. 
You can still enjoy it, 
but there are a few things 
you can do to make mos¬ 
quito pests feel unwel¬ 
come — after all, not only 
are they annoydng, they al¬ 
so cariy disease. 

Eco-friendly bug spray or 
bug zappers can help tem¬ 
porarily, but neither will 
help you to take back your 
yard over the long term. 
What you really want to 
know is a little about mos¬ 
quito life cycles — because 
you want to learn how NOT 
to make your backyard an 
inviting place for mosqui¬ 
toes to raise their babies! 

First of all, mosquito 
young are larvae that live 
in water and feed on mi¬ 
cro-organisms and organic 
matter — so any standing 
water left around the 
house for even a few days 
is a standing invitation for 
mosquitoes to get in a fam¬ 
ily way. Keep in mind that 
even a few days of standing 
water can produce a

bumper crop of mosqui¬ 
toes! 

Eliminate all standing 
water, such as boggy eave- 
stroughs, standing water 
in saucers under pots, wa¬ 
ter in cans or plastic con¬ 
tainers, garbage cans, 
wheelbarrows, barrels and 
so on. 

If you’ve got old tires 
an 5 rwhere, get rid of them 
to avoid that dreaded hill¬ 
billy look — but also be¬ 
cause they serve as lovely 
places for mosquitoes to 
breed. Put away, invert, 
cover or punch drainage 
holes in all containers that 
collect water. 

Better yet, get rid of 
them because they proba¬ 
bly don’t look great in your 


backyard an 5 Avay. 

If you’ve got hollow 
stumps or cavities in trees 
that collect water, try to 
eliminate these as well by 
filling the holes or digging 
out the stumps. 

If you’ve got a birdbath, 
lovely as it may be, it can 
also produce mosquitoes. 
To prevent this, you need 
to change the water eveiy 
two to three days to wash 
out the larvae before they 
hatch. 

A small bubbling foun¬ 
tain in a birdbath also 
serves to discourage mos¬ 
quitoes because they pre¬ 
fer stagnant water. 

If you should be fortu¬ 
nate enough to have an or¬ 
namental water garden on 
your property, investigate 
the idea of stocking the 
pool with mosquito-eating 
fish, such as goldfish, min¬ 
nows or guppies 

Bubbling fountains will 
also help to prevent the 
stagnant water that mos¬ 
quitoes love. 

As always, do not over¬ 
water your yard — any 
puddles or damp spots 


could be a lovely nurseiy 
for mosquito larvae! Leaky 
faucets and spouts can also 
produce a puddle, so fix 
these as well. 

Ditto for pet water con¬ 
tainers — make sure they 
are not left standing out¬ 
side after Poochie has re¬ 
tired for the evening. 


For the same reason, 
drain kiddie pools daily or 
if you have a larger above¬ 
ground pool, cover it when 
not in use. If you have an 
in-ground swimming pool 
or a hot tub, keep it chlori¬ 
nated or treated and fil¬ 
tered. When not in use for 
extended periods, cover 


tightly. After you do your 
best to discourage mosqui¬ 
toes from living in your 
backyard, you must still 
take precautions. Avoid 
times of day when mosqui¬ 
toes are most numerous.

Recently, I watched one 
that went something like 
this ... while you were out 
we threw everything out, 
brought in furniture and 
voila, a new lovely room. 
Ahh!! In 30 minutes, less 
commercials, it was mirac¬ 
ulously finished. 


After the show, 
when the cameras 
stop rolling and the 
fancy designers 
parted, so did the 
furniture. 

Behind the scenes, I 
imagine items that hadn’t 
been dealt with just tossed 
in the garage for the owner 
to deal with later. Or even 
worse, much of the items 
just tossed out to the trash. 

With real production 
budget concerns, more 
than likely the furniture 
was on loan, not pur¬ 
chased.

The season 
for many of these 
potatoes is rather short, so 
enjoy these specialties 
while you can.

Creamy Potato 
and Dill Salad 

If time permits, make 
salad the day before as 
flavour improves 

overnight. The buttermilk 
provides a tangy flavour 
and a creamy consistency. 
Makes 6 to 8 servings. 

INGREDIENTS: 

• 2 lb (1 kg) small red or 
white potatoes, unpeeled 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) white 
wine vinegar 
Dressing: 

• 1 tsp (5 mL) Dijon 
mustard 

• 1 small clove garlic, 
minced 

• 2 tbsp (30 mL) light may¬ 
onnaise 

• 1/2 cup (125 mL) butter¬ 
milk or plain low fat 
yogurt 

• 1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

• 1/4 tsp (1 mL) pepper 

• 3 tbsp (45 mL) chopped 
fresh dill 

METHOD: 

Scrub potatoes and cover 
with cold water in a

saucepan. Bring to a boil. 
Reduce heat and simmer, 
covered, until potatoes are 
tender but not soft, about 
15 minutes. Drain in colan¬ 
der until cool enough to 
handle. 

Cut in halves or quar¬ 
ters, depending on size. 
Place in large bowl and 
sprinkle with vinegar. Let 


stand a few minutes until 
vinegar is absorbed. 

Dressing: Place mustard 
and garlic in small bowl. 
Gradually whisk in mayon¬ 
naise to blend, then butter¬ 
milk, salt and pepper. Stir 
in dill. Pour over potatoes 
and stir gently to mix. 
Cover and refrigerate until 
ready to serve. 


Tips: 

• Scrub rather than peel 
potatoes. The skin adds fi¬ 
bre, colour and texture but 
also prevents the potatoes 
from getting too watery. 
For even cooking, pick 
similar sized potatoes. 

• Leftover buttermilk? 
Measure amounts you 
would use in a recipe in 


airtight containers, leaving 
1/2-inch (1 cm) headspace, 
label and freeze. When 
thawed, stir well and use 
in a baking recipe. 

• Waxy or boiling pota¬ 
toes: Long white, round 
red or round white with a 
thin skin, these potatoes 
are lower in starch and 
higher in moisture. They 
keep their shape, making 
them good for boiling, 
steaming, roasting, scal¬ 
loped or gratin dishes. 

• Flouiy or baking pota¬ 
toes: Such as Russet or Ida¬ 
ho, have a long shape and 
thicker skin. High in 
starch and low in 
moisture, these are a good 
choice for baking or 
mashing. 

• All-purpose potatoes: 
Such as the yellow-fleshed 
Yukon Gold have an even 
balance of starch and wa¬ 
ter, making it a good all- 
rounder.
